In the 2009 session of the General Assembly, Code Sections 54.1-400, 401,402.2, 403, 404.2,405, 409, 
410, and 411 were changed to remove “certified” in relation to Landscape Architects as Landscape 
Architects became licensed with a 12-month delayed enactment during the 2009 General Assembly 
session.  The regulations reflect the change in title by removing “certified” wherever it appears before 
landscape architect throughout the regulations. This action does not become effective until 7/1/10.
